BELGRADE — In an atmo- 
sphere of mounting ethnic tension, 
Serbs in the Yugoslav republic of 
Croatia declared the republic's pre- 
dominantly Serb-populated coun- 
ties to be autonomous on Monday. 

The declaration, based on 
results of a vaguely worded “refer- 
endum™ on Serb autonomy con- 
ducted over the past two months, 
Was signed by jan Babic, accord- 
ing to a Yugoslav press ag Te- 
port.

More than 99 t of the 
750,000 votes cast in the “referen- 
dum” favored autonomy, the re- 
Port said. Serbs constitute only 
11.5 percent of Croatia's 4.7 mil- 
lion people, but any Serb bora or 
living in Croatia was allowed to 
vote. 

The autonomy declaration 
comes after a weekend of unrest in 
Croatia’s ulated counties.
